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The two groups 
focus on Prop. 30 
after ending contract 
negotiations.

The Cal State University and Cali- 
fornia Faculty Association have each 
set their sights on a new primary goal: 
to get Proposition 30 passed. 

After months of tension between the 
two groups over contract negotiations, 
CFA and the CSU are now focusing 
their energy on advocating Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s tax initiative, or Prop 30. 

“This tentative agreement is good 
for the faculty of the CSU,” Andy Mer- 
rifield, vice chair of the CFA bargain- 
ing team, said. “It protects the faculty 
from some ill-conceived ideas that 
would have endangered the working 
conditions of our faculty.” 

Despite threats of pay cuts and 
strikes, both groups are happy with the 
tentative agreement. 

“We're pleased that in times as tough 
as now, we were able to fifid an agree- 
ment,” CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis 
said. “We believe that this contract re- 
flects ... the things the CSU was con- 
cerned about when it came to providing 
a quality education to our students.” 

Merrifield also said that now, without

contract negotiations, “The CSU and 
CFA can work together,” in advocating 
for the passage of Prop. 30 in November. 

Although Brown’s tax initiative does 
not provide any additional funding to the 
CSU, it secures school and public safety 
funding by temporarily raising income 
taxes for those who earn salaries of more 
than $250,000 and raising sales tax. 

The faculty union has already dem- 
onstrated its support for Brown’s tax 


initiative. Cal State San Bernardino 
faculty and students rallied for Prop. 30 
at San Bernardino High School on Aug. 
15, according to the CFA website. 

Also, CFA President Lilian Taiz sup- 
plied informational Prop. 30 fliers to Cal 


. State Long Beach faculty Tuesday, at one 


of multiple meetings she attended with 
faculty throughout several CSU campuses. 

Although Taiz’s meetings primarily 
focused on discussing the new tentative 


agreement with professors, CSULB 
faculty were also provided with “Nov. 
Election Commitment Surveys,” ask- 
ing them if they would publicly support 
Prop. 30inclassrooms. —. 

“{Prop. 30] is absolutely vital,” Mer- 
rifield said. “When [CFA and the CSU] 
were moving in the same direction, one 
of the things we said that was important 
was getting funding to the CSU.” 

The CSU Board of Trustees also took a 
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position in support of Prop. 30 at the July 
meeting. Fallis said that even though the 
CSU, as a state entity, is restricted in its 
involvement in political campaigns, the 
system can — and has — revealed the 
shortfalls of the tax initiative’s failure 
and the benefits of its passing. 

CSULB President F. King Alexander 
said that had contract negotiations be- 
tween the CSU and CFA not ended — thus 
engendering a campus-wide faculty strike 
this fall — the strike could have compro- 
mised public opinion on the initiative. 

“The public would just see that the 
teachers are striking and the students don’t 
have anywhere to go,” Alexander said. “I 
don’t think it would have helped the public 
opinion on Prop. 30; it would have hurt it.” 

CFA President at CSULB, Teri 
Yamada, said that along with the threat 
of an upcoming strike, the search.for a 
new chancellor could have contributed 
to finally settling an agreement be- 
tween CFA and the CSU. 

However, Yamada and Fallis also said 
the two groups had still been “making 
progress” during contract negotiations. 

“Tt appears from external viewing that 
the two sides are very far apart,” Fallis 
said, “but, in reality, the two teams are 
much closer to an agreement than that.” 

The tentative agreement awaits rati- 
fication from both CFA and the CSU 
before it goes into effect as the new 
contract. Faculty members have the op- 
portunity to vote on the agreement until 
Thursday, and the Board is scheduled 
to discuss the contract at its September 
meeting. 


Long Beach Transit debuts green buses 


Students can now 
enjoy roomier rides 
to campus.

Long Beach Transit has swapped its 
red Passport buses for more fuel-effi- 
cient compressed natural gas buses as 
part of a plan to incorporate 64 of the 
new vehicles into its citywide service 
over the next three years. 

LBT debuted the first seven of its 
cleaner and quieter 40-foot buses yes- . 
terday and introduced 26 more today. 

“It’s a really, really good move for 
us,” said Dana Lee, manager of govern- 
ment relations for LBT. “We're excited.” 

LBT decided to phase out its 


diesel-fueled Passport buses upon the 
suggestion from The South Coast Air 
Quality Management District, the 

air pollution control agency for all of 
Orange County and portions of Los 
Angeles County. 

In addition to being cleaner and qui- 
eter, the new buses each comfortably 
seat ten more people than the Passport 
buses, have three bike racks instead 
of two, have a rear side exit door for 
easy passenger exiting and have easier 
access for passengers who use wheel- 
chairs, according to LBT Spokesman 
Kevin Lee. 

Each compressed natural gas (CNG) 
bus costs approximately $500,000 and is 
federally funded, according to Dana Lee. 

For years, LBT has experimented 
with ways to become more environ- 
mentally friendly. In 2005, it became 
the first transit agency in the world 
to bring production-model hybrid

gasoline-electric “E-Power” buses into 
its fleet. Hybrid gasoline-electric buses 
now make up nearly half of LBT’s 247- 
bus fleet, according to Kevin Lee. 

“L_BT always strives to be a leader in 
environmental issues,” Elissa Thomas, 
sustainable transportation coordinator 
for Cal State Long Beach, said. “What 
they’re doing now is starting a really 
clean way to provide service to our city.” 

Thomas said LBT will most likely 
auction off the Passport buses to an- 
other transit agency. 

“They’re really good buses,” Thomas 
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Starting yesterday, red Passport buses will start being replaced 
by more environmentally friendly buses. 


said. “They run on low-sulfur diesel 
fuel, so I’m sure they’ll serve someone 
else well.” 

The names of the Passport bus 
routes have also changed. The Passport 
D route has been combined with 
most of the Passport A route and is 


now route 121. It serves all the same 
destinations as Passport D, including 
several stops on Atherton Street, where 
many CSULB students reside. 

Additionally, Passport C, which will 
now be.known simply as Passport and 
Passport B, is now 151.

$5 million in savings 
may provide a safety 
net for the university 
after elections.

Cal State Long Beach’s budget will 
not take so hard a hit as the Cal State 
University’s, even after voters make 
their decision on the tax measures on 
the November ballot, CSULB Provost 
David Para said at the 2012 Annual 
Convocation on Friday. 

At the convocation, campus leaders 
discussed the budget as well as the new 
residential college system and building 


renovations. The meeting, which was 
held at the Carpenter Center, brought 
faculty together to welcome new staff 
and talk about the future of CSULB. 
Para said CSULB has managed to 
save enough money during its budget _ 
planning process in prévious years to 
cover CSULB’s $5 million share of the 
potential $250 million trigger cut to the 
CSU. The trigger will only take place 
if Gov. Jerry Brown’s tax measure fails 


.to pass in November. 


- However, even if the tax measure 
doesn’t pass, the cut will result in no 
more reductions to division, campus or 
college budgets at CSULB, according 
to Para. 

He said the savings will also be used 
to cover budget reductions planned for 
department chairs, protect research 
funding for faculty and support 
programs run by academic affairs and 


student services. 

According to Para, the savings 
even make conducting renovations for 
the Liberal Arts 2, 3 and 4 buildings 
easier. 

President F. King Alexander, who 
was also at the convocation, talked of 
a new residential college system for 
the dorms in which students will be 
divided into Hillside, Beachside and 
Parkside residential colleges. 

“This new system will provide our 
students with many new governing, 
athletic and service opportunities,” 
Alexander said. He said the residen- 
tial colleges will compete with each 
other in.a variety of learning-based 
programs. 

~ Alexander also discussed how student 
loan debt surpassed $1 trillion last year, 


exceeding even credit card debt. He said _ 


more affordable schools, like CSULB,

can help to bring this number down. 
“Campuses such as ours will be at the 


‘center of the solution,” Alexander said. 


The CSULB president ended convo- 
cation by thanking faculty and staff for 


their dedication. 


Cal State Long Beach increases unit cap due to open enrollment 


Students can now add 
two more units.

As of Thursday, Cal State Long 
Beach students may now add up to 18 
units for the fall semester. 

The decision to increase the unit cap 


from 16 to 18 units was made Aug. 20 
after courses still had open spots, ac- 
cording to Lynn Mahoney, associate 
vice president of undergraduate studies. 

“We did this [unit cap] because bud- 
gets are tight, and we wanted everyone 
to get their first pass at getting the class- 
es they needed,” Mahoney said. “Then 
we looked at enrollment, and we still had 
spaces, so we opened enrollment up.” 

In March, CSULB Provost Donald 
Para sent an email to staff and faculty 
announcing that students could initially 


sign up for only 13 units and then pick 
up additional units in August for the fall 
semester. The unit cap was in response 
to the possible $250 million cut in state 
support, according to Para’s email. 

No decisions have been made about a 
unit cap for the spring semester. 

“We all have to be patient as the uni- 
versity works hard to ensure student 
access during an unprecedented budget 
crisis,” Mahoney said. 

With future state support riding on 
the November election, some students 


said that Thursday’s announcement 
was unexpected. _ 

“I was, first of all, surprised, con- 
sidering that we were all originally ex- 
pecting only 13 units and planning out 
classes around the cap,” Katy Thom- 
son, a senior sociology major, said. 
“But I was also glad that more classes 
became available so that everyone who 
needs to, can graduate sooner.” 

Senior philosophy major Tyler Mo- 
ran expressed concern that CSULB of- 
ficials were making the decision only 


days before the fall semester started. 

“There appears to be some inconsis- 
tency in what is being said and done,” 
Morand said. 

Sarah Sherman, a senior human de- 
velopment major, said she doesn’t nec- 
essarily think the new cap is helpful for 
all students. 

“T think a.19 unit cap would work 
better to incorporate all of the students 
enrolled in 16 units already,” Sherman 
said. “So, even if I wanted to add an- 
other class, I couldn’t even do it.”

The site was created by Ben Silbermann, Paul 


Sciarra and Evan Sharp, and was launched it in 
2010. 

It grew fast. ; 

In just two years, Pinterest accumulated more 
than 11 million users with an average of 11 mil- 
lion visits per week, according to ComScore. A 
recent app, launched during April 2012, sparked 
even more growth, expanding its usage to mobile 
devices. 

According to the 
creators’ statement, one of 
the main goals of Pinterest 
is to connect everyone 
through common “things” in which people share 
interests. : 

Now, looking at images of “things” and thinking 
they are cool is not going to actively connect many 
people.

Midfielder Eileen Maes scored ‘the 
golden goal Sunday afternoon, bringing 
the score to 2-1 and leading the 49ers 
to a win over No. 24 Baylor. Just: nine

Less that two minutes into overtime, 
Maes headed a free kick from defender 
Jordan Nelson into the back of the net 
and sent the 49er bench running onto 
George Allen Field in celebration.

Balcer’s goal was a quick and much 
needed response by the 49ers, who 
found themselves down for the first time 
this season before her strike. In the 59th 
minute, Baylor’s Dana Larsen gave the 
Bears a 1-0 lead by heading a ball to the 
near post and just out of the reach of 49er 
goalkeeper Marrina Meyers. 

Meyers, who recorded her first col- 
legiate shutout Friday night against St.

After two games against less chal- 
lenging opponents to open the season, 
the “Niners (3-0-0) needed extra effort to 
pull out a win against the Bears (3-1-0). 

“Mauricio put it to us that the first 
two games would be a test out our will, 
but this would be a true test of our char- 
acter as a team,” Balcer said. That char- 
acter certainly shined through, as the 
‘Niners found themselves in an ultra- 
competitive environment for the first 
time since last November, when they 
advanced to the elite eight of the NCAA 
tournament. 


“T finally saw life, I finally saw what 
they truly can be,” Ingrassia said of his 
team’s effort. “This had the real feel of 
what it means to be in a playoff atmo- 
sphere.” 

The win ended a successful opening 
home series for the ‘Niners, who defeat- 
ed Arizona, Saint Francis and Baylor en 
route to their first 3-0 start since 2006. 
They will now head to Utah for a road 
game against BYU before returning 
home to play Michigan. 

“BYU is always a tough opponent,” 
Balcer said. “But I think having this se- 
cured and not having to focus on a loss 
— it'll help carry us and lift our spirits.” 

After defeating Baylor, LBSU can 
expect a bump in the national polls 
and-an improvement over 15th-overall 
ranking. That ranking will be put to the 
test once again next week, but not quite 
to the level it was Sunday afternoon.
